Another of the Forgery Cases 
Fairly Commenced. 


HISTORY OF THE HUNTER NOTE 


All Collateral Testimony as to the 
Numerous Other Forgeries 
Ruled Out—A Strong Point 
for the Defense. 


At 10 o’clock yesterday morning the 
Sheriff made his return upon the special 
venire iseved by Judge Smith on Friday 
afternoon in Departwent One of the Supe- 
rior Court, and an hour later, the panel of 
the jury for the trial of J. M. Damron upoa 
the charge of having forged a note for 3189, 
payable to the order of Mrs, Emma Hunter, 
at the Los Angeles Natiotfal Bank, on April 
24, 1890, was completed, three more jurfors 
being chosen from among the twelve men 
summoned to appear yesterday. 

The names of tnose finally impaneled to 
try the case are as follows: J. L. Mansfield, 
©. Cranston, L. C. Butler, W. W.. Orr, 
H. ©. Bailey, J. K. Bréaizer, G. W. Tubbs, 
J. W. Karnst, 8S. Morton, M. M, Richardson, 
Britton ond A, T. Sanor. 

Shortly after 11 o’clock the complainant, 
J. 8. Chadwick, was daliedto the witness 
stand, and the case was proceeded with. 
His teatimuny, which was similar in every 
detail to that which he gaye upon the pre- 
liminary hearing of the case in Justice Aus- 
tin’s court, wag tothe effect that Damron 
came to him and asked him, as a personel 
favor, to pegutiatea note for him, at the 
same time meationing the names of several 
promibeut citizens, whose signatures he 
could obtain upon it. After talking the 
matter over, the witness gave hiin a biauk 
note and instructed him how to fill it out. 
Damron then ieft him, but returned shortly 
afterward with the note, to which the sig- 
matures of A. H. Dunlop and Walter 
Lindley had been appended beneath that of 
Dawron. ‘The wituers then paid Damron 
the money upon it, after deducting his com- 
mission therefrom. He subsequently asked 
Daroroun about the signatures on the note, 
and the detendant virtually admittad that 
tb-y were fr..udulent, 

On cross-examination Chadwick was very 
closely questioned by S. M. Whi Ksq., 
the defendant’s counsel, as to the form of 
the note which he g ve Damron to fill out, 
and as tothe money which he gave Duain- 
row upon it. the manifest object of the de- 
fense being to show that Chadwick drew 
the mouey himself from the Southern Cuali- 
fornia National Bank on the date in ques- 
tion, and that he was cognizant of the 


whole matter. 

Dr, Waltet Lindley was called at the 
afternoon session, and on being shown the 
forged note, denied that the signature of 
his name thereun was written by himself. 
Ho stated that be had never autuorized avy 
one tosign his name to it. The defense 
vigorously objected to the questivun as 
to whethet or not he had autbor- 
ized Damron to sign his name, on 
the that foundation had 
been: laid for such testimony; but the Court 
overtuled the objection, and the witness 
stated emphatieaily that he nad nut dune so. 
He could nut remember where or when he 
firs’saw the note before it was presented to 
hii in court, but was was subsequent to April 
24, 1890. The doctor was also stiown the 
tote of April 21 fur $150, in ofder tw avoid 
the nécessity of rec jing him, and he tasti- 
fied tothe same effect regarding it. He. 
Was not-cross-examiued by the defense. 

A. H. Dunlop failed w respond to his 
mame when called. he having misunder- 
stuod the erder of the Court excusing the 
defendant’s witnesses until Mouday, and 
left for bis bowe at Whittier. 

, H. Crane, Deputy County Clerk, tes- 
tified that he was present iu the courtroom 
of Department One when the case of the 
People vs. J. M. Damron, No, 803, was 
tried, and heard the defendant’s testimony. 
The defense objected, however, to the wit- 
ness being allowed to proceed on the ground 
that the curpus deiicti nut huving béen es- 
tablished, such testimony was vot permi-sa- 
blé, and the Court, having sustained the 
objection, the witness was temporarily 
withdrawn. 

Chadwick was tlien recalled and the proa- 
ecution commenced the introduction of 
collatteral testimony as to the other for- 

erles, with the view of proving the guilty 

ntent of the defendant; but the Court 
again sustained the objection of the de 
fense, and refused to pou such testimony.

THE DEAD MARSHAL. 


All Germany in Mourning for 
Von Moltke. - 


Further Particulars of the Aged 
Leader’s Sudden Demise. 


The Emperor and Empress Pay Trib- 
gates of Respect to the Veteran. 


The Remalinsto Be Interred by the 
Side of Those. of His. 
Wife with Military 
Honors. 


By Telegraph to The Times.. 

BERLIN, April 25—(Copyright, 1891, 
by the New York Associated Press.) 
Emperor William arrived in Berlin at 
5:15 o’clock this afternoon, having in- 
terrupted his visit to the Duke of Saxe 
Weimar, as soon as he heard of the 
death of Von Moltke. The Empress 
and Chancellor Caprivi met His 
Majesty at the railroad station 
and they drovedirect to. Von Moltke’s 
residence. A consultation was 
held at the dead general’s house in 
regard to the funeral arrangements 
and a suggestion that the body be 
taken on Tuesday to Von Moltke's 
family estate for burial in accordance 
with the wish expressed by the count, 


be held in the hall of the general staff 
department on Tuesday morning. The 
coffin will then be carried with impos- 
ing military honors to the railway sta- 
tion for conveyance to Kreisau, where 
the remains lie in state tomorrow. 
DEATH WITHOUT WARNING. 

The details regarding the count’s 
death disclose the fact that during the 
last few days he bad worked with 
wonted regularity. He had no premo- 
nition of death. He had nearly com- 
Fotea plans for the fortification of 

eligoland, and had sent a report on 
the subject to Emperor William on 
Tuesday last. The work that passed 
out of his hands showed no trace o 
any abatement'in constructive genius 
and mastery of detail. He walked to 
his home yesterday after he had fip- 
ished his labors in the Reichstag. He 
dined with the Swedish minister, aud 
during the evening was very ani- 
mated. Later, while playing his even- 
ing game of whist at home he 
was attacked with a slight asthmatic 
spasm and rose from the table and left 
the room. It was supposed by those 
present that he would return in a short 
time, but as he did not come back bis 
nephew went after him. Maj. Moltke 
found his uncle in a sitting position 
gasping for breath. On seeing his 
nepbew, the count attempted to rise 
and for a moment appeared to have 
mastered his weakness. He got up 
and then fell in his nephew’s arms, 
seeming to faint. In a few moments 
he breathed his last. A doctor was 
hurriedly summoned, but when he ar- 
rived he declared life extinct. The 
cause of death was a lesion of the 
heart. He was not known tosuffer from 
any pronounced cardiac trouble. The 
clock-work. of life had simply run 
‘down. 

IN THE CHAMBER OF DEATH. 

Friends of the dead generak were 
permitted to see the remains today. 
They say the features bore the placid- 
ity of deep sleep. ‘he -Emperor, ac- 
companied by the Empress, visited the 
mortuary chamber and looked on the 
face of thedead. Both were deeply 
affected. 

The speech made by Herr von Vevet- 
zew, president of the Reichstag, after 
announcing the death of Von Moltke, 
deeply impressed the house. All the 
members rose to their feet when the 
announcement was made and 
mained standing. 

During a par: of the day on which 
the funeral will be held there will bea 
general suspension of business in Ber- 
lin and other leading cities of the em- 
pire. The Emperor has given direc- 
tions that the Royal Theater shall be 
closed, and doubtless it will be decided 
to close the other theaters in the city 
as a mark of respect. All papers join 
in eulogizing Moltke. 


THE DEAD FIELD MARSHAL. 

Berlin in Mourning—Arrangements 
‘for the Obsequies. 

Bertin, April 25.—[By Cable and 
-Associated Press.} Count Vou Moltke 
diedin his study in _ his official resi- 
dence on Konigshboltz. 

The will of the count states 
he desires that the burial will 
take place at Kreisau, where 
his wife and child are buried. 
Tbe count’s request was that 
the funeral be strictly private, but it is 
thought the Emperor will override the 
deud general’s wishes and that the 
funeral will be made the occasion for a 
grand military display. All officers of 
the general staff were informed of his 
death and assembied at the house be- 
fore daylight this morning. 

The count’s death was not generally 
known until the fact was published in 
special editions of the morning papers. 
It caused deep and universal sorrow. 

The Empress visited the death 
chamber this morning, and laid a mag- 
nificent wreath of roses upon the bed 
upon which the great general rested. 
The Empress spent a quarter of an 
hour trying to console the family.

Policemen and Gamblers to Be the 
Next Victims—The Commander 
at the Fort Taking 
Precautions.

WALLA WALLA, April 25.—[By the 
Associated Press.| Great excitement 
still prevails in the city over-the lynch- 
ing of Hunt. last night by soldiers. 
Superior Judge Upton has called on 
Col. Compton, commanding at Fort 
Waila Walla, for aid in ferreting out 
the guilty parties and bringing them 
to justice. Col. Compton said he 
would lend all the aid in his power, 
and that only a misconception of the 


f | gravity of the situation on his part had 


prevented his taking more active steps 
to prevent the trouble. Col. Compton 
stigmatized the action of the mob as @ 
disgrace for himself, his officers, the 
troops and the entire army. 

The grand jury bas been summoned 
to meet Wednesday next and inquire 
into the tragedy. The prosecuting 
attorney today telegraphed to the 
Secretary. of War the details of the 
tragedy, with a statement that the 
authorities are unable to protect them- 
selves against the lawless soldiers, and 
asked that immediate action be taken. 

This evening the Sheriff and Pros- 
ecuting Attorney received what they 
regard as authentic information that 
a plot has been laid by the soldiers to 
kill Policemen Ames and Morse and 
gamblers T. J. Holbrook and Benjamin 
Taylor and to demolish two gambling 
houses. When the facts were commu- 
nicated to Col. Comptoa he issued an 
order that no enlisted men be allowed 
out of post until further orders and 
that a check roll-call be made every 
hour throughout the night until the 
danger of further mob violence 1s 
passed. 

Over one hundred special guards 
are on duty tonight ready to repel any 
attack made by the soldiers.

“An Important Decision by 
Secretary Noble. | 


A Ruling of Much Interest in States 
Having Public Lands. 


The Government Takes Precautions 
Against Land-grabbers, 


A Good Showing of National FI 
nances—Millions in the Treas- 
ury to Meet Every Possi- 
ble Obligation. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 
WASHINGTON, April 25.—[By the 
Associated Press.| Secretary Noble 
today communicated tu Commissioner 
Carter his views as to the proper con- 
struction to be placed upon the pro- 
vision in section 7 of the repeal of the 
timber culture act. The opinion is of 
great importance to public-land States 
inasmuch as it determines the question 
as to what point of time the words 
‘“‘When there shall be no pending 


contest or protest against the 
validity of such entry” apply; 
‘whether a contest or protest to 


prevent the issuance of a patent until 
disposed of must be pending before the 
~ lapse of two years from the date of the 
issuance of the receiver’s receipt upon 
final entry in cases existing, and where 
‘two years had elapsed before the act of 
March 8 took effect, as weil asin those 
afterward pending. Many thousand 
homestead, desert land, preémption 
and timber culture entries are involved 
in the opinion. The Secretary says, in 
part: 

If the statute of March were to be con- 
strued to invalidate all contests and pro- 
tests not filed within two years after the 
date of fina! receipt «nd before this statute 
took effect, the result would be that many 
thousand fraduient claims would go to pat 
ent without further question being possibie, 
altbough contesis or protests were legally 
pending at the date of the act, and with 
great ioss to many citizens. A con- 
test is a statutory meaus of acquir- 
ing homestead or other claim against 
illegal entry, and is thus rewarded, if suc- 
cessful, to preserve the public domain for 
honest settieas. ‘To s0 construe the present 
act as to annul and, a3 it were, wipe outaill 
those cut: tests and protests existing before 
March 3, 1591, not filed within two years 
from the issuance of final certificate, would 
amount substantially toarepeal pro tanto 
of the statute of May 14, 1880. But the 
statute cannot be legally held to be repealed 
by implication and, least of* ail, 
where it would allow patents to issue 
in 80 many cases where the experience of 
the Department leaves no reason to doubt 
that fraud has been practiced upon the laws 
regulating land entries, and which can be 
proven if contests and protests are allowed 
to proceed to hearing. Ifit had been the 
purpose ot Congress to provide that a con- 
test or protest must be pending within two

by this statute it was intended 
to expedite public business.

= most expect to have patents issued ia 
y furvishinga sufficient clerical force to 
accomplist: the work, and not by suddenly 
rushing great masses of cases to patent, 
although contests legally instituted are 
pending, in which experience proves no 
reason to doubt that fraud exists.

PLENTY OF CASH, 


The Government Can Meet All Its 
Obligations, 

WaAsHINGTON, April 25.—[By the 
Associated Press.|—Director of the 
Mint Leech, speaking of financial mat- 
térs, said: | 

The amount of money in ‘the treasury of 
the United States on the first of the month 
was $751,000,0C0, of which 498,000,000 was 
‘trust money,’ heid for the redemption of 
gold, silver and currency certificates and 
the balance of $256,000,000 belonged to the 
treasury just as absolutely as apy property 
which the Governmeut.owns. How there 
can be any possibility of the Government 
. failing to meet its obligations with the im- 
mense sum of absolutely free cash on band 
is difficult toconceiye. I hold that the Goy- 
ernment of the United States has in its 
vaults in good money today over $253,v0v,- 
0U0 available for the ‘legitimate expendi- 
tures of the Government, and that it is ridic- 
ulous to talk about there being the slightest 
possibility of any obligation of the Govern: 
ment beiug dishonored. That the Secre- 
tary should consider it wise to convert all 
his assets into they most available money 
and to this end convert a large amount of 
subsidiary silver coin iato lawful money, 
and that he should draw in from national 
bank depositories money which may be 
needed by the Government, seems entirely 
proper and should excite no concern. If 
the available funds in the treasury are: less 
than at former periods of our national bis- 
tory, it must not be forgotten that there 
has been purchased and retired since 
the advent of this administration, twea- 
ty-five months, .603,900 of interest 
bearing bonds ata cost inciuding interest 
and premium of $267)759,881. hen we 
consider this immense amount of interest 


bearing debt wiped out in two years and the 
immense saving of interest to the people of 


the country, it will be readily seen that the 
moneys in the treasury have been put to 
good use.

HORRORS OF WAR, 
A Chillan Rebel! Vessel Sunk—Great 
Loss of Life. 

IQUIQUE (Chili,) via Galveston, April 
25.—[By the Associated Press.) The 
steamship Blanca Encelada, which 
was one of the vessels taken possession 
of by the rebels at the 
breaking out of the  insurrec- 
tion was sunk April 25 in Caldora 
Bay by a torpedo fired by the new gun- 
boat Almirante Lynch. The destruc- 
tion of the ironclad was attended by 
great loss of life, 200 persons, compris- 
ing half her crew, being killed, and the 
Congress party are now in possession 
at Caldora.

Detroit (Mich.,) Apfil 25.—[By the 
Associated Press.} The employés of 
the Michigan Car Works to the number 
of 2500 struck this afternoon for nine 
hours work with ten hours pay. As 
they passed out of the wofks a volley 
of stones was thrown and nearly every 
window in the building broken. The 
strikers proceeded to the works of the 
Detroit Steel Spring Company and 
called on the men there to strike. The 
special police of the concern drove the 
strikers out, whereupon they fired a 
shower of bricks and stones through 
the windows, injuring one man and 
frightening others away. The police 
arrived at this juncture and the strik- 
ers dispersed. The carcompany in- 
sists that this trouble was engendered 
by young men, who were encouraged 
thereto by the success of the street-car 
men.

The Presi- 
dent and party were escorted to the 
pavilion by a detail of police and three 
regiments ot California National 
Guard, the latter in command of Gen. 
Dickin3on. ‘There was a dense crowd 
of people on Market street all the way 
from the ferry landing to the pavilion 
and the President was greeted with 
great cheering as the procession passed 
along. The street at many points was’ 
as light as day andthe President was 
able to see the enthusiastic crowds 
which welcomed him to the city and 
followed in the rear of the procession. 
The ladies of the party accompanied 
the procession as far asthe pavilion 
and then went to the Palace Hotel. 


AT MECHANICS’ PAVILION. 


The President and party, accompa- | 


nied by the military escort, arrived at 
Mechanics’ Pavilion at 9 o’clock. 
Thousands of people had assembled in 
front of the paviliou and were kept in’ 
order by a guard of police and soldiers. 
The immense throng cheered the Pres- 
ident enthusiastically. The immense 
building, which holds 10,000 people, 
was decorated with bunting, ever- 
greens and electric light displays. The 
crowd. Was kept outside until the Pres- 


ident had entered the pavilion 
when they fHocked in by  thou- 
sands, After tbe various military 


organizations bad entered the building 
and had formed a hollew square, the 
President, Gov. Markham, Mayor San- 
derson, Senator Stanford and members 
of the Reception Committee entered 
through the main door and were es- 
corted to a small stand at the end of 
the pavilion. After the President had 
entered the stand the military formed 
in long lines between which a steady 
stream of people passed for over an 
hour.

A RARE GOOK,

MISS COLEMAN’S RECITAL. 


A Musical Treat at the Presbyterian 
Church. ‘ 

When Prof. Dunster gave his organ 
concert at the Presbyterian Church 
Tast year, the occasion was made 
doubly interesting from the fact of its 
introducing Miss Alice Coleman as an 
organist to the people of Pasadena. 
The great promise that Miss Coleman 
then gave was more than fulfilled by 
her concert yesterday afternoon, when 
@ programme that would have taxed 
the .powers of the most ambitious 
organist was given with a power of 
execution and an insight into the 
meaning of the music that places Miss 
Coleman among the best organists of 
Southern California. 

Her work displayed honest, consci- 
entious study, coupled with a tech- 
nique that seems limited only by the 
requirements of the score. Her forte 
is sympathy, and in the adagio of 
Spohr, the modulations and use oi 
chords were delightfully done.

eavy styles of organ playing. The

andel’s great chorus from *“*Moses in 
Egypt,” which was given witha fire 
and degree of iutensity in the pedal 
work, equal to anything ever done in 
Pasadena. 

‘The most ambitious number and the 
one displaying the widest range of 
Miss oleman’s talents, both in 
technique and in the management of 
stops, was Me ndelssohn’s classic sixth 
sonata for the organ, which was given 
with unabated vigor to its lovely finish 
thatis so unique in Mendelssohn’s 
style of composing. The composition 
isone of the greatest difficulty, and 
calls for most exacting work in the 
variations upon the many and differ- 
ent themes. The sustained work on 
the pedals, while holding the theme 
during the accompanying variations by 
both hands, was beautifully done. 

Miss Colemau is the possessor of a 
firm, even touch, fully masculine in 
ite strength coupled with the light- 

ess of a Woman, and her rapidity in 

e changing of the stops adds greatly 
to the smoothness and evenness of her 
playing. 

iss Coleman had the assistance of 
George Bremner, who sang with fine 
expression Lachner’s Every- 
where.’’ In response to an enthbusi- 
astic encore, he gave with great dra- 
matic power “Thus Goes the World 
Around.”’

SANTA Monica, April 25.—[Corre- 
spondence of Tur Times.| The most 
notable event of today was the visit of 
C. P. Huntington, president of the 
Southern Pacific Railroad,accompanied 
by his family, Chief Engjfeer Hood 
and Superintendents Fil e, Curtis 
and others. The gentlemen were taken 
for a drive on the beach and as far as 
the cafion, accompanied by Hon. 
Abbot Kinney. President Huntington 
also bad a brief interview with J. A. 
Prichard, local agent of Senator Jones. 
As far as your correspondent. could 
learn, there was a full and frank dis- 
cussion of local affairs, but no definite 
conclusions were reached, in regard to 
matters of paramount importance.

STILL LIFE UNDER THE EQUATOR 
Robert Louis Stevenson's Sketches 
—CuriouS People and Strange 
Ways-—A Big Man in a 
Low Island. 
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OF THE TIMES. | 

A HOUSE TO LET IN A LOW ISLAND. 

Never populous, it was yet by a 
chapter of accidents that I found the 
island so deserted, that no sound of 
human life diversified the hours; that 
we walked in that trim public garden 
of a town, among closed houses, with- 
out even a lodging bill in a window to 


prove some tenancy in the back 
quarters; and when we visited the 
government bungalow, that Mr. 


Donat, acting Vice-Resident, greeted 
us alone, and entertained us with 
cocoanut punches in the Sessions Hall 
and seat-of judgment of that wide- 
spread archipelago, our glasses stand- 
ing arrayed with summonses and cen- 
susreturns. The unpopularity of a 
late vice-resident had begun the move- 
ment of exodus, his native employés 


arishioners, they did not think one 

air the less of him. A schoolboy, 
mulcted in 10,000 lines of Greek and 
dwelling sequestered in the dormi- 
tories, enjoys unabated consideration 
from his fellows. So with Taniera—a 
marked man, not a dishonored; having 
fallen under the lash of,the unthink- 
able gods;a Job, perhaps, or say a 
Taniera in the den of lions. Songs 
are likely made and sung about this 
saintly Robin Hood. On the other 
band, he was even highly guali- 
fied for his office in the 
church, being by nature a 
grave, considerate and kindiy man; 
his face rugged and serious, his smile 
bright; the master of several trades, a 
builder both of boats and houses; en- 
dowed with a fine pulpit voice; en- 
dowed besides with such a gift of el- 
oquence that at the grave of the late 
chief of Fakarava he set all thé assist- 
ants weepivg. I never met a man of a 
mind more ecclesiastical; he loved to 
dispute and to inform himself of doc- 
trine and the history of sects; and 
when I showed him the cuts ina vol- 
ume of Chambers’ Cyclopedia—except 
for one of an ape—reserved his whole 
enthusiasm for cardinals’ hats, cen- 
sers, candlesticks, and cathedrals. Me- 
thought when he: looked upon the car- 
dinal’s hat a voice said low in his ear: 
‘Your foot is on the ladder.” 

Under the guidance of Taniera we 
were soon instaliedin what I believe to 
have been the best-appointed private 
house in Fakarava.

Thither—from the gend- 
arme tothe babe in arms, the pastor 
followed by his flock, the schoolmaster 
carryiug along with him hijs scholars, 


and the scholars with theff books and 
slates—they had taken thip some two 
days previous to our arrival, and 


wore all now engaged disputing boun- 
daries. Fancy overhears the sbrill- 
ness of their disputation mingle with 
the surf and scatter sea fowl. It was 
admirable to observe the complete- 
ness of their flight, like that 
of bibernating birds; nothing left 
but empty houses, like old nests to be 
reoccupied in the spring; and even the 
barmless necessary dominie borne 
with them in their transmigration. 
Fifty odd set out and only seven, I was 
informed, remained. But when I 
made a feaat on board the Casco, more 
than seven, and nearer seven times 
seven, appeared to be my guests. 
Whence they appeared, how they were 
summoned, whither they vanished 
when the feast was eaten, I have no 
guess. In view of low island tales, 
and that awful frequentation which 
makes men avoid the seaward beaches 
of an atoll, some twoscore of those that 
ate with us may have returned, for the 
eeeeeten, from the kingdom of the 
end. 

It was this solitude that put it in 
our winds to hire a house and become, 
for the time being, indwellers of the 
isle—a practice I have ever since, when 
it was possible, adhered to. Mr. Donat 
placed us, with that intent, under 
the convoy of one Taniera Ma- 
hinui, who cumulated the  incon- 
gruous characters of catechist and 
convict. The reader may 
butl afirm he was well qualified for 
either part. For that of convict, first 
of all, by a ‘good substantial felony, 
such as in all lands casts the perpetra- 
tor in chains and dungeons, ‘Taniera 
was aman of birth—the chief a while- 
ago. as he loved to tell, of a “‘sicri’’ or 
district in Anaa of 800 souls. Hence 
the trouble sprang; for in an evil bour 
it occurred to the authorities in Pa- 

eete to chargé the chief with the col- 
ection of the taxes. It is a question 
if much were collected; it is certain 
that nothing was handed on: and 
Taniera, who had distinguished him- 
self by a visit to Papeete and some 
high livivg in restaurants, was chosen 
for the acupegoat. The reader must 
understand that not Taniera but the 
authorities in Papeete were the first in 
fault.

The Indian is generaliy net credited 
with much regard or affection for his 
family, but this impression was dis- 
pelied from my mind during my recent 
trip to Pine Ridge. Of a number of 
friends | made among the Indian 
chiefs I will always remember Ameri- 
can Horse, @ man of much prominence 
among the friendly Sioux, saysa writer 
in the Omaha Bee. When he learned 
that I represented a newspaper he 
gave my hand a cordial shake and re- 
marked: **How cola, good.’’ He had 
ove of his squaws with him, and 
through.a simple but beautiful sign 
language informed her of my vocation, 
and sbe, too, said, “‘How; good,”’ and 
shook hauds. American Horse then 


of about 6 years of age, and 
informed me that it was his youngest, 
and then he patted the little one on the 
head and gave it an affectionate 
squeeze, Ina joke 1 asked him what 
he would take tor the little Siouxvenir. 
He did not at first u.derstand whether 
1 was in earnest or joking, and [ was 
afraid I bad offended the old horse, but 
he shook his head, pointed his finger 
toward a bunch of several hundred I[n- 
dian ponies, then to a troop of cavalry 
horses, stamped his foot upon theearth 
aud waved his band about his head, 
and I understood not for all the horses 
and ponies on earth would be part with 
his child. He, however, did what he 
could, and cut an elk-tooth ornament 
from the little Sioux’s dress and pre- 
sented it to the correspondent as a me- 
mento, and witha grunt of satisfac- 
tion and another ‘‘How”’ he took the 
little one by the hand and walked 
away. 
At the close of the Indian campaign 
of 1876 the captive Cheyennes and 
others were taken to Fort Leavenworth 
to be transferred to the Indian Terri- 
tory. Captain Edie, of the bospital 
corps at Pine Ridge, was at that time 
stationed at Fort Leavenworth, and 
related to me auotber instance of In- 
dian affection and pride in their off- 
spring. ‘Tbe trausfer to Indian Terri- 
tory was a terrible blow to the proud 
Cheyennes and was regarded as bhu- 
miliating and degrading in the ex- 
treme. One of the noted chiefs of 
that tribe, whose name has unfortun- 
ately slipped my memory, was es- 
ecialy bending under the imagined 
umiliation, and made several mur- 
derous attempts to escape. He had 
for a squaw a member of another tribe, 
and two boys were the result of the 
union. Before the tinal transfer was 
made from the fort to the Territory the 
military concluded to separate tle 
difierent tribes, and while the Che;s- 
enne hostiles were to be sent to the 
Territory:the otuere to be returned 
to the North. This news was con- 
veyed to the Cheyenue chief, and the 


prospects that is sons should 
not sbare in his disgrace 
gave undicguised pleasure, 


until he was infurmed that families 
would not be. separated, and that 
they would have to accompany him. 
He grew morose and down-hearted, 
and one day he waiked into the hos- 
pital, and before auy one was aware of 
his intentions he had seized a pair of 


ripped a gasb ciear across bis abdomen, 
from his left side tothe right. He ex- 
pected to aie, and said be wanted his 
wife and children returned to their 
homeinthe North; but bis terrible 
self-sacrifice availed bim nothing, for 
in spite of himeelf he recovered, aud 
‘with his family was taken to Indian 
Territory, where be was lost to public 
notice.

cyclists and reacts to increase their 
number. Here in Union county, N. 
J., for instance, where road making 
nas beeu reduced to a science, the val- 
uation has been increased $2,000,000 in 
a very short time, largely due to 
wheelmen and road makers. ‘‘The 
Oranges” are the paradise of bicyclists 
about New York, though the city 
itself offers nothing like so many ad- 
vantages for them as Boston, Roches- 
ter, Buffalo, Washington, Chicago and 


Leven smaller places. The metr 


lags behind in nearly everything, 
There are between two hundred 
and fifty thousand and three hundred 
thousand wheels in the country, not 
counting the myvriads of children’s 
velocipedes.

Of the later Presidents, the letters of 
Abraham Lincoln are by far the most 
sought after, and the most expensive. 
Enthusiastic collectors will pay almost 
as touch for a Lincoln as for a Wash- 
ington, one which brought $50 at a re- 
cent sale. 

Ex- President Cleveland is not quoted 
in the market, as he is reputed tobe so 
obliging that he will send an autograph 
letter to any one who applies. 

A full set of the signers of the Decia- 
ration of Independence fetched $10,- 
350 in Boston the other day. The late 
Senator Hearst’s son and heir, W. R. 
llearst, is an enthusiastic collector 
and will pay almost any price for a 
letter he sets his heart on. At the 
Boston sale above mentioned he paid 
$4150 for a letter of Capt. William 
Munson describing the execution of ° 
Maj. Andre, and $750 fora letter of 
Andre’s. 

The fad for autograph letters is one 
which is extremely attractive and ex- 
citing after a person gets fairly started 
in the race, and it is not devoid of 1n- 
struction. It certainly furnishes a 
true intellectual delight, and if pru- 
dently managed costs much less than 
many other pursuits to which men of 
money and leisure devote themselves, 

Some of Fillmore’s letters are worth 
a good deal, letters bearing his addtess, 
ranging in price from $3 to 240. The 
following extract is from a letter of his 
in this collection, dated Buffalo, April 
28, 1845, and addressed .to Horace 
Greeley: “I think much m and 
ought to be done for the improvement 
of society. Lamfor progress guided 
by experience, and regulated by some 
discretion, but opposed to all mere 
theoretical speculations and wild ex- 
periment.” 

Probably Mr. Greeley had been talk- 
ing Utopia, but Mr. Fillmore was eyvi- 
dently not a believer in the dreams of 
idealists. 


WATER TURNED TO WINE. 


Another Pratty and Very Interesting 
' Trick with Liquids. 
St. Lou's Post-Dispatch. |. 

ZWo wine glasses of exactly the 
same size and dimensions are fiiled in 
a bucket of water, then placed upon 
each other, caretully withdrawn from 
the bucket and placed on a plate. 

After wiping them gentiy witb a fine 
cloth the top glass is moved a vary 
little to one side, so that an exceed-. 
ingly fine, almost ie open- 
ing ismade. A third glass half filled 
with claret 13 set on top of the second, 
and in this is placed a piece of lamp- 
wick, 80 that the two ends hang over 
the giass on the side whore the open- 
ing has been left. 

By reason of the 
law of capillarity the 
wick acts as a sort of 
siphon, aud before 
long drop after drop 
of claret will raio 
down the side of the 
second glass until the 
opveniug is reuched, 
There they are ar- 
rested and disappear. 
Capillaritv agaiu sets 
in and does the rost. 

Wine being lighter 
than water the drops 
of claret do not fol- 
low the law of gray- 
itv, but they ascend 
and settle at the bot- 
tom of the second 

Water turned glass. After a while, 

into wine. wien the third giass 
is drained, its contents are* found in 
the second, from which as much water 
has escaped through the opening as 
the wine bas dislodged it.

IN TERROR OF PIRATES. 


Pracautions Against Capture by Ma- 
Malays in China Seas. 

Voyaging in the China seas is not 
pleasant just now. That was no very 
enjoyable experience, indeed, at any 
time, but since the late eruption of 
piracy ithas become one to be anx- 
iously avoided. Investigation of the 
gad case of the Namoa proves that the 
same gang of miscreants bad concerted 
the capture of the Kutsang, a British 
steamer trading between Singapore 
and Hong-Kong—a richer prize, no 
doubt. 

Happily the captain received warn- 
ing, and took precautions. Five junks 
approached his vessel as it steamed by 
Parce! Island, and hailed it, evidently 
believing that the pirates were in 
possession, and ready to hand over the 
spoil, asin the case of the Namoa, 
So terror reigns in the China seas. 

Huge iron gratings have been fixed 
in the steamers, to shut off deck pas- 
sengers from the after-part of the ves- 
sel. So soon as it leaves port these are 
closed, and Malay quartermasters, 
fully armed, stand sentry day and 
night. Winchester rifles, revulvers 
and cutlasses are stored in accessible 
spots, up and down, and Malay sailors 
keep guard over the saloon while pas- 
sengers eat, drink and make them- 
selves as Merry as such circumstances 
allow. A state of things agreeable, no 
doubt, to the young and adventurous; 
but such are a minority among tyavel- 
ers in those regions. 

Meantime, ten Chinamen accused of 
taking part in the capture of the 
Namoa, have been brought before the 
authorities at Canton, tried, sentenced 
and executed in twelve hours..

is anonymous Contribution relates in 
@ striking and dramatic manner thé in- 
justice of national prejudice. It was writ- 
ten many years ago when Venice was yet 
an independent state and bet ore Germany 
had produced the great number of scien- 
tific and literary men who, during the pres- 
ent century have done, her so much honor. 
The contrast between the Germans and 
Italians is somewhat caricatured, to the 
disadvantage of the Jatter, Italy has de- 
clined from her former state, but she does 
produce better things than organo-grinders 
and dancing dogs. | 

Some years since, a German prince, 
making a tour of Europe, stopped at 
Venice for ashort period. It was the 
close of summer; the Adriatic was 
calm, the nights were lovely, and the 
Venetian women in the full enjoy- 
ment of those delicious spirits that, 
in their climate, rise and fall with the 
coming and departure of the finest 
season of the year. Every day was 
given by the illustrious stranger to 
research among the records and an- 
iquilies of this singular city, and 
every night to parties on the river 
Brenta. When the morning was nigh, 
it was the custom to return from the 
water to sup at some of the palaces of 
the nobility. 

In the commencement of bis inter- 
course, all national distinctions were 
careiuily suppressed, but he was 
forced to see the lurking vanity of the 
ltalians breaking out. One of: the 
most frequent exhibitions wasin the 
little dramas that wound up these 
stately festivals. The wit was con- 
stantly sharpened by some contrast of 
the Italian and the German, some 
Slight aspersions on Teutonic rudeness, 
gome remark on the history of a people 
untouched by the elegance of southern 
manners. ‘he sarcasm was conveyed 
with Italian. grace, and the oifence 
softened by its humor.

MESCAL IS SEDUCTIVE, 


And the Inhabitants of Mexico 
Drink a Pint of ita Day.- 


“port 

is derived from such imposing scien- 
tific terms as the aguave Americano, 
maguey and American aloe. In his 
report to Agricultural Secretary Rusk, 
Special Agent Poston of this city says 
the plant is a species of the numerous 
family of cacti indigenous to Arizona, 
Southern California, Texas, New and 
Old Mexico, saya the Phauix Herald. 
The Aztecs, when found by the 
Spaniards, used the plant for cordage, 
matting, brooms, brushes, shoves, 
bedding and various domestic pur- 
poses, They roasted the pulp for food 
and fermented the juice’ into 
“pulque.”’ The latter has been im- 
proved by modern civilization into 
that strong, but not repulsiye drink 
called mescal, 

The maguey plant matures in seven 

years, becoming cabbage-headed in 
shape, with prickly guards. It weighs 
from twenty-five to tifty ppunds. The 
various layers, as roasted by the na- 
tives, are nutritious and purgative. 
The pulque is fermented in a rawhide 
vat. 
The City of Mexico drinks 250,000 pints 
of pulque Caily, vr a pint per capita, 
which ratio prevails generally through- 
out Mexico, pulque being the national 
beverage, like wine in Frauce, beer in 
Germany or “budge’’ iu Yankeedom. 

Mescal flowers make excellent honey, 
Deer and antelope seek them eagerly. 
The stalk of the plant grows twelve to 
twenty feet high aud 1s used in Mexi- 
can domestic architecture. Mescal 
distilleries are very simple and more 
secret than any mooushiner’s still. 
Maguey has been immemorially culti- 
vated in old Mexico, but 1s not raised 
north of the line. 

In Arizona for twenty-five years past 
mescal hus averaged $2.50 per gallon 
new, with $l added for each year of 
maturity. A higher grade article is 
called tequila and is worth over $10 
per gallon.
